Women have made big economic and educational gains in re- 
cent years, but they still trail men in terms of pay and partici- 
pation in the workforce, according to a White House report 
released Tuesday 

More women than men have a high school education, more 
have university degrees, and more have graduate degrees, 
but at all levels of education, women earn about 75 percent 
as much as their male counterparts, according to the White 
House report. 

Administration officials touted the document as the first compre- 
hensive federal report on the status of American woman since 1963. 
They said it would broadly influence policy, although they offered no 
specific programs that would result from the report. 

“When women make less than men for the same work, it impacts the 
families, who then find themselves with less income,” Valerie Jarrett, 
who chairs the White House Council on Women and Girls, said during 
a conference call with reporters. 

“When there’s no affordable childcare, it hurts children who wind up 
in second-rate care or spending afternoons alone in front of a television 
set,” Jarrett, a senior adviser to President Obama, said. 

The labor force participation rate for women age 20 and older nearly 
doubled from 32 percent in 1948 to 61 percent in 1997, but it has held 
steady ever since. The rate for men has fallen from about 89 percent in 
1948 to 75 percent in 2009, the report said. 

The report combines data from several government agencies on top- 
ics including social issues— fewer women are married than in the past, 
and they are marrying later in life — education, employment, health and 
crime and violence. 

Women have a longer life expectancy than men, but the gap is de- 
creasing, and more women than men report having a chronic medical 
condition, the report noted. And crime against women has declined, 
but reported rape rates have remained stable in recent years after de- 
clining in the 1990s, and women are at greater risk of stalking than men. 

“I think [the report] will inform a wide variety of different policies or 
programs,” Jarrett said. 



GOOD NEWS, BAD NEWS 

The White House report on 
women Tuesday marked the first 
time the executive branch issued 
a statistical portrait on women 
since 1963, when the Commission 
on the Status of Women was re- 
leased. Here are highlights from 
the release. 

» Women have caught up with 
men in college attendance, and 
younger women now are more 
likely than younger men to 
have a college or a graduate 
degree. 

»The number of women and 
men in the labor force has nearly 
equalized in recent years. As 
women’s work has increased, 
their earnings constitute a grow- 
ing share of family income. 



» Women earned about 75 per- 
cent of what their male counter- 
parts earned in 2009. 

» Women are more likely to be 
in poverty than men. These 
economic inequities are 
even more acute for wom- 
en of color. 

» Women live longer than 
men but are more likely to 
face certain health problems, 
such as mobility impairments, 
arthritis, asthma, depression and 
obesity. Women also engage in 
lower levels of physical activity. 


» One out of seven women ages 
18-64 has no usual source of 
health care. The share of women 
in that age range without health 
insurance also has increased. 

» Women are less likely than in 
the past to be the target of vio- 
lent crimes, including homicide. 
But women are victims of certain 
crimes, such as intimate partner 
violence and stalking, at higher 
rates than men.

Police Supt. Jody Weis left his post Tuesday 
when his $3io,ooo-a-year contract expired. 

He is being replaced, on an interim basis, by 
Terry Hillard, who headed the Chicago police 
department from 1998 until 2003. 

“Serving as the superintendent of the Chica- 
go Police Department has been an honor and 
a great privilege,” Weis said in a statement. “I 
thank Mayor Daley, and the residents of Chi- 
cago, for this opportunity of a lifetime.” 

On Monday Daley had said he hoped Weis 
would stay until his term as mayor ends May 
16. But Daley also said he had yet to ask Weis 
to do so. 

“I would like to thank Jody Weis for his ser- 
vice to the people of Chicago over the past 
three years,” the mayor said in a statement. 
“He has been successful at both implementing 
new strategies in our fight against crime and as- 
suring that the conduct of our police officers 


meets the highest standards so that our resi- 
dents have confidence that the Police Depart- 
ment is protecting and serving them.” 

Weis said several factors led to his decision 
but added that he was “mainly guided by his 
commitment to the people of Chicago and the 
members of the Chicago Police Department.” 

“I firmly believe it would be selfish of me to 
continue in this position as I actively seek new 
career opportunities,” Weis said. ‘Additionally 
it is critical to have someone in place as soon as 
possible to prepare for the summer, our most 
challenging time of year.” 

Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel has said he’ll 
look for a new superintendent when he takes 
office. Emanuel has said he wants a new police 
leader focused on community policing. 

He released a statement on the personnel 
moves. “I want to praise Mayor Daley today for 
moving quickly to fill the vacancy and appointing 
Terry Hillard as Interim Police Superintendent,” 


BACKGROUND 

Jody Weis was recruited by Mayor Daley 
from the FBI and tasked with cleaning up 
the department after police misconduct 
scandals. He has been unpopular among 
police rank and file in the understaffed de- 
partment. He has defended his time on the 
job and said crime rates are lower. 


Emanuel said. “This was not a position the city 
could afford to leave open or a department we 
could afford to leave adrift without leadership. 

“Terry’s previous service to the city made 
clear his commitment to the job and his ef- 
fectiveness in fighting crime. We owe him a 
debt of gratitude for returning when our police 
department and city need him,” Emanuel said 
in the statement. “Jody Weis also deserves our 
thanks for his service and for reducing violent 
crime during his tenure.”

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O’Hare air controller mistakes up

Mistakes are increasing among air-traffic control- 
lers at O’Hare, according to new data from the 
Federal Aviation Administration. 

Authorities said they are particularly concerned 
about errors that occur while veteran controllers 
are training newly hired controllers who are di- 
recting planes that are landing, taking off or taxi- 
ing at O’Hare. Training has been accelerated to 
keep pace with future increases in flights expected 
at O’Hare after new runways are built. 

The controller errors mainly involve failing to 
keep proper distance between airplanes, both 
horizontally for planes traveling in a line and verti- 
cally for aircraft stacked on top of each other. The 
loss of required minimum separation between air- 
craft does not always mean an accident was nar- 
rowly avoided. Only two of the 12 reported con- 


troller errors at O’Hare in fiscal year 2010 were 
categorized as serious, but five additional errors 
took place during on-the-job training of new con- 
trollers, FAA records show. 

The total of 12 operational errors was up from 
only five errors in fiscal year 2009, the FAA said. 
The five errors that occurred during controller 
training in 2010 compare with only one error dur- 
ing training in 2009, and none in 2008, according 
to the FAA. 

The most serious incident, which did not take 
place during training, occurred when the wake 
from an airplane caused strong turbulence for 
another plane, violating a 1,0 00 -foot vertical- 
separation rule for that specific situation, officials 
said. No injuries to passengers or crews resulted, 
the officials added. 

Investigators from the inspector general’s office 


at the U.S. Department of Transportation were 
scheduled to arrive at O’Hare on Wednesday to 
examine controller staffing levels and other issues 
that affect safety 

Many of O’Hare’s longtime controllers spend 
all their time in the tower training new control- 
lers, FAA and union officials said. The controllers 
who are instructing still are 100 percent responsi- 
ble for anything that goes wrong. But because they 
are not directly working the airplanes themselves, 
there is concern that the controllers’ proficiency 
is declining. 

“O’Hare tower is adding employees and doing 
a lot more training as part of the ramp-up to open 
the next air-traffic tower,” FAA spokeswoman 
Elizabeth Isham Cory said. “Training is necessary 
but the tower is implementing programs to try 
and reduce training fatigue.”

Chicago-area gangs targeted 
in nationwide drug sweep

Fourteen Chicago-area street-gang members 
and associates were arrested as part of a na- 
tionwide sweep targeting gangs affiliated with 
drug trafficking organizations, authorities 
said Tuesday 

The crackdown, part of U.S. Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement’s ongoing “Project 
Southern Tempest,” netted 678 total arrests of 
gang members and associates from 133 differ- 
ent gangs between December and February 
A similar sweep last September resulted in 20 
Chicago-area arrests. 

The gang members come from Chicago, 
Addison, Elgin, Harvey Joliet, Melrose Park, 
Park Ridge, St. Charles and Wauconda, ICE 


officials said in a news release. 

The suspects represent the Latin Kings, 
Belizean Bloods and Sureho 13s street gangs. 
Twelve suspects came from Mexico and two 
from Belize, authorities said. Federal authori- 
ties worked with local police agencies in mak- 
ing the arrests. 

The local suspects all were charged with ad- 
ministrative violations and face deportation. 
Authorities wouldn’t release the suspects’ 
names, saying they don’t identify those facing 
administrative charges. 

Transnational street gangs frequently have 
foreign-born members involved in internation- 
al crimes such as drug and human smuggling, 
identity theft and cybercrimes, authorities said.

ABOUT LEGIONNAIRES

the Legionella bacteria can cause 
Legionnaires disease or a milder in- 
fection known as Pontiac Fever. The 
disease takes its name from a 1976 out- 
break at an American Legion conven- 
tion in Philadelphia. The CDC said on 
its website that Legionnaires disease 
can cause death in up to 30 percent 
of cases, but that otherwise healthy 
people usually recover with the aid of 
antibiotics.

Patrick Sharp knows how to have 
fun, even during the Blackhawks’ 
intense battle for the playoffs. 

'I'he laces on a teammate’s 
skates are cut.

On a team commanded by the dynamic duo of Jonathan 
Toews and Patrick Kane, 29 -year-old Sharpie— as his team- 
mates call him— has emerged as a force to be reckoned with 
off and, especially on the ice. 

As the defending Stanley Cup champs fight for a playoff 
spot. Sharp is having a career year. Not only does he top the 
Blackhawks in goals, but entering Tuesday’s games Sharp 
also was in a two-way tie as the second-leading scorer in the 
NEIL. With 33 goals, he is on track to surpass his career high 
of 36 goals. And just last month, he was MVP in the All-Star 
Game— the first time he was invited to the event. 

Still, with all his success, he remains humble and focused 
on winning. 

“It’s been a lot of fun. It’s easy to block [the recognition] 
out this time of year with so many games and the importance 
of these games,” Sharp said. 

TTie road to success has been a bumpy one for Sharp, who 
hails from Thunder Bay Ontario. He was drafted by Phila- 
delphia in 2001 during his freshman year at the University of 
Vermont. T'he Flyers traded him in 2005 to the Hawks. The 
rest, as they say, is history 

“He’s kind of a guy that’s been underrated his whole career 
and has gone without being mentioned in certain things, es- 
pecially with our team. This year, he’s really picked up the 
pace for a lot of us, and he’s having a great year,” Kane said. 
“Tbu’re happy to see a guy like that do well because he was so 
unrecogniz.ed for a while.” 

Sharp has become a fan favorite too. Fans cheer his skills on 
the ice, of course, and many fawn over his rugged good looks. 
(Sorry, girls, he’s married.) Chicago Magazine named Sharp— 
who lives in Lincoln Park with his wife, Abby and their basset 
hound, Shooter— one of the city’s most beautiful people in its 
March issue. 

Though he takes it all in good fun. Sharp has been teased 
about the magazine honor. He joked on “The Eric & Kathy 
Morning Show” on WTMX (101.9 -EM) that he’s a “part-time 
hockey player and full-time model.”

For the first 12 minutes, Illinois’ offense 
looked more like a synchronized swim team— 
every part working in sync.
